Tuskegee In- 
stitute has re- 
leased its an- 
nual informa- 
tion concern- 
ing lynching 
for 1950, and 
the informa- 
tion sustains 
the hope and 
belief that, 
slowly but 
surely, law en- 
forcement 
‘this field of 

violence is becoming healthier 
because of-the growing pressure 
of public opinion. 

Governments and people, under 
a system whereby the citizens 
make decisions, move no faster 
than the people. are. willing. 
That’s a weakness, but also a 
greater strength. 

There were two lynchings in 
1950, one victim being white, the 
other colored. 

Seven, lynchings were pre- 
vented in 1950. Of those rescued 
from mobs three were white and 
four were Negro. 


In the two lynchings of 1950 
the suspects were arrested, tried 
and found guilty. 


The courts of 1950 also pro- 
duced decisions involving crimes 
of previous years. South Caro- 
lina paid to the estate of Willie 
Erle, lynched in Greenville, S. C., 
in 1947, the minimum sum of 
$2,000 as compensgtion under a 
South Carolina law providing for 
such payments. The trial of the 
defendants in this case was one 
which shocked public opinion and 
the nation’s sense of justice. It 
also produced, incidentally, some 
of the finest writing of that year. 
The British novelist Rebecca 
West covered the trial, which 
freed the defendants, and her re- 
ports remain perhaps the best 
writing ever done from a court- 
room. 

In Mississippi, Calhoun Coun- 
ty, James Moore, white, was 
found not guilty in the slaying 
of Malcolm Wright, a! well-re- 
spected Negro tenant farmer, 
whom Moore killed in 1949. The 
claim of self-defense was sus- 
tained by the jury. 

John Wallace, white, was elec- 
trocuted in Georgia for the slay- 
ing of William Turner, white ten- 
ant farmer, in 1948. For this 
particularly ghastly slaying three 
other men are serving life sen- 
tences, 


No Paralysis 


Nowhere was there, in 1949 or 
1950, the complete, cynical par- 
alysis of law, such as the South 
has produced so often in the past 
and which has done the South 
the most damage in the eyes of 
the Nation. 
(Georgia) lynchings of some 
years ago, in which two men and 
two women were brutally mur- 
dered by a mob, is used in Com- 
munist Russia and her satellites 
as examples of American “jus- 
tice.” The law, save for the fed- 
eral arm of it, was never believed 
to be greatly interested and to 
this day no suspect has been 
brought to trial. 

If the shock of that ugly crime 
has produced the results of 1950, 
then the bullet-riddled dead have 
been of assistance, though at a 
great and cruel price. 

The first 1950 lynching victim, 
according to the Tuskegee statis- 
tics, was Charlie Hurst, 39-year- 
old white store operator of Pell 
City, Ala. He was mortally 
wounded in his front yard ‘by a 
group of unmasked men. The 
mo) apparently was after an- 
other man, but following their 
error, did not go after the in- 
tended victim. 


In a later trial, one defendant 
was sentenced to five years, but 
later released on an appeal bond. 
Three others under indictment 
were free on bonds of $5,000. 
One was tried and cleared. 


The second victim of mob vio- 
lence was Jack Walker, 40-year- 
old Negro of Meriwether County. 
Fishermen found his  bullet- 
pierced body in a creek. He was 
said to have been mixed up in 
an illegal whiskey row. For that 
murder three white men all en- 
tered pleas of guilty. Two drew 
life, one five years. 

In no instance was the law 
paralyzed or entirely impotent in 
these cases of mob violence. The 
law was able to function. 


Pattern 


* The reports of these violences, 
and of others in the racial field 
but unconnected with lynchings, 
reveal a pattern familiar tu stu- 
dents of the Southern scene, and 
sustain a thesis. 

Violence is so confined to the 
old plantation area of the South 
that the exception merely proves 
the rule. It has come to be a 
truism gthat racial tensions, and 
the expectation of violence, are 
greatest in those regions where 
the pattern of old plantation 
economy yet remains. 


Tensions and violence are least 


glong the Piedmont plateau, curv- 


ing through the South. In the 
Piedmont are more jobs, better 
Wages; and, in general, a more 
informed population, with some- 
what - to - be - expected superior 
Trace relations. 

The Tuskegee report. is not 
pleasant, but in comparison it is 
excellent and testifies to-an im- 
proving social climate.

In Brief Ritual Today 


Traditional Pageantry Canceled ; 
3,000 Expected at Reception 


The hoopla and pageantry traditional to the inaugura-| #4 


tion of Georgia governors will 


at high noon Tuesday as Herman Eugene Talmadge, follow- 
ing his announced program of war-time austerity, takes an 
oath as the State’s chief executive in a simple and brief in-|, 


door ceremony. 


The oath of office will be ad- 
ministered before both Houses of 
the General Assembly in joint 
session at 12 noon. Judge Charles 
W. Worrill will administer the 
oath which marks the beginning 
of Gov. Herman Talmadge’s sec- 
ond term. 


The Governor will base his in- 
Sugural address on needs of the 
State, calling for an additional 
$75,000,000 to be spent on roads, 
schools, hospitals and pensions. 

Not since the second term of 
his father, the late Eugene Tal- 
madge, has the State witnessed 
an inaugural ceremony stripped 
to the essentials. “Old Gene” took 
office in a similar manner in 
1935. 


The practice of erecting a spe- 
cial balcony across the front of 
the .Capitol with massed bands, 
flowers, flags and a gathering of 
the faithful on the lawn and in 
nearby streets, was started by 
Gov. Hoke Smith, grandfather of 
the present Fulton County legis- 
lator of the same name, state of- 
ficials said. Talmadges, father and 
son, followed the pattern of fes- 
tivities in their first inaugurations, 
ending with a gigantic reception 
at the Governor’s Mansion during 
the afternoon. 

The reception will be held at 
the Mansion but the First Lady 
said only 3,000 guests are ex- 
pected this time, in contrast to 
an estimated 10,000 two years ago. 
Gov. and Mrs. Talmadge, Mrs. 
Eugene Talmadge, and top State 
officials and their wives will stand 
in line from 4 to 6 p. m. to receive 
all Georgians who come to call. 
Those in the receiving line will 
include Lt. Gov. and Mrs. Mar- 
vin Griffin, Speaker of the House 
Fred Hand and Mrs. Hand. Chief 
of Staff B. D. (Buck) Murphy and 
Mrs. Murphy, Adj.

3. The prejudiced person is of- 
ten frustrated and consequently 
looks for a “scapegoat.” 

4. People are inclined to “take 
on” the prejudices of a _ social 
group. 

5. Prejudiced people are arbi- 
trary and authoritarian. 

Dr. Slawson explained these 
were some of the conclusions 
gleaned from interviewing thou- 
sands of persons—adults, students 
and children. 

Noting there are 250 different 
religious sects and 60 different 
national origins in this country, 
Dr. Slawson said “‘co-operative ef- 
fort” was a vital factor 
all-out war against Communism.

But he did 
not ask for the money to order 
this number, and added the hope 
that it never would be necessary 
to build them. 

He specifically rejected: the 
counsel of Republican leaders sucn 
as former President Hoover that 
the U. S. should reduce its activi- 
ties abroad and concentrate on 
building up the defenses of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

With the United States taking 
the lead, the President declared 
that the nations still free of So- 
viet domination in Europe, Asia, 
Africa and the Middle East must 
work together to make their ce- 
fenses so strong for an indefinite 
future period that the leaders of 
the Soviet Union eventually “may 
face the facts and lay aside their 
plans to take over the world.” 
That was, he said, the only “re- 
alistic road to peace.” 

The nations of the free world, 
Mr. Truman said, cannot allow 
themselves.to be separated with- 
out results “fatal to human free- 
dom.” They need our help, and 
we need theirs, he went on, point-

The President made it clear our own 
national security is deeply involved with 
that of other nations. If Western Europe 
were to become a victim of Soviet aggres- 
sion, it would double the Russian supply 
of coal and triple Russia’s supply of steel. 

Next to the United States, Western 
Europe has the largest industrial plant in 
the world. This country is tied to West- 
ern Europe, not merely in an economic 
way, but in matters of religion, tradition 
and common heritage. We do not intend to 
let our friends down so long as there is 
the slightest hope an effective defense 
force can be built. 

Defense of Western Europe is, in short, 
the basis for the defense of all the free 
world, this country included. 

At home, Mr. Truman called for prep- 
arations for all-out mobilization. He wants 
to build up a capacity for producing 35,000 
tanks and 50,000 planes a year. In the 
last war our plane production attained a 
rate of more than 100,000 annually. There 
will be more stringent selective service 
laws, higher taxes and fewer consumer 
goods. 

In broad terms, Mr. Truman’s pro- 
gram is a good one. But there are some 
questions. 

Should we, under present conditions, 
be satisfied with a capacity to produce 
39,000 tanks and 50,000 planes a year, and 
the corollary weapons those numbers sug- 
gest, or should we go ahead in a deter- 
mined effort actually to produce that many 
and perhaps more?

It would take courage for Mr. Truman 
and the Congress ‘to do it, but elimination 
of the 40-hour week would provide a great 
and needed boost to production. At the 
same time, by eliminating. overtime pay 


after 40 hours, it would be a curb to infla- 


tion. Workers would not suffer because 
regular rates ‘now are high. 

It is unfortunate Mr. Truman brought 
into his State of the Union message any 
of the controversial Fair Deal proposals. 
His mention of them was almost inciden- 
tal, and he did not ask immediate action, 
but even that will stir antagonism in 
Congress. They better could have been 
left out. 

Many of the deficiencies of Mr. Tru- 
man’s message will be made up later in 
specific recommendations to the Congress. 

In the principles laid down the Presi- 
dent’s message was a forceful one. It will 
rally the free peoples of the world and it 
is a blunt warning to Russia that aggres- 
sion will not go unchallenged.

Don’t Sidetrack 
Tax Revision 


It is distinctly disheartening, as the new 
Legislature convenes, to find all the talk and 
emphasis on the sales tax and so little on over- 


all tax revision. 


The sales tax is the cornerstone of the tax revision program 
recommended by the special commission which has spent months 
studying the State’s fiscal needs, to be sure. Nothing else could 
bring in the 75 to 90 million dollars in additional revenue which 
Georgia must raise if we are to have acceptable schools and high- 
ways. 


But Bill Lester’s committee has made other—equally impor- 
tant—recommendations based on its thorough analysis of our cur- 
rent system. 


And it is definitely discouraging, when one reads that a three 
percent general sales tax bill is going to be among the first intro- 
duced tomorrow, to find no mention of the repeal of a number of 
other levies, abolition of which the committee has recommended. 


One gets the impression. talking to too many legislators, that 
the slapping on of a three percent general sales tax is about the only 
tax revision which may be expected at this session. Certainly one 
hears little of the proposal—supposedly ‘tied directly to the sales 
tax—of the State withdrawing entirely from the ad valorem—or 
general property—tax field. Moreover, there is an unfortunate 
tendency, in discussing revision of the income tax structure, to put 
it on the basis of political appeal rather than make any conscien- 
tious effort to correlate the State’s currently much-abused income 
tax with the new sales levy. 


There seems, in short, a disposition to disregard almost entirely 
the committee’s recommendations for a general overhauling of the 
State’s tax strucure and merely to pile a three percent general sales 
tax on the crazy-quilt system already in effect.

It is my personal opinion that those who are thinking along 
such lines underestimate the intelligence and overestimate the 
patience of the taxpayers of Georgia. 


We have been sold the sales tax, yes; but only as a part of a 
genuine program of tax revision. 


Let no one think that, having served as a catchword to make 
a levy on bread more palatable, tax revision can be sidetracked 
while the sales tax is railroaded through.

A Ray of Hope 
In the Hell Bomb 


WASHINGTON—For those who seek some 
solace from troubled world conditions growing 
out of threats of a new war started by Commu- 

nist aggressor nations, more than.a glimmer of hope is held out 
by William L. Laurence in his book, “The Hell Bomb,” just off 
the press. 

The book deals with the devastating war potential of the mighty 
hydrogen bomb, upon the production of which we are already 
launched. This is the new and far more powerful missile which, 
according to scientific estimates, would have 1,000 times the power 
of the conventional atom bomb that mush¥oomed over Hiroshima 
to bring the war with Japan to a hasty end. 


Both Russia and the United States are racing in deadly earnest 
to be the first to produce the new super weapon, as everyone 
knows. If the Kremlin crowd should beat us to it and accumulate 
a small stockpile before we get into production, we would be in 
deadly peril. For it would neutralize the advantage we hold in 
having a far greater number of A-bombs. 


The thing that provides a strong ray of hope and 
assurance in Mr. Laurence’s book is the state- 
ment he makes that, “Practically speaking, ... we have a heavy 
over-all advantage in any H-bomb armament race, and Russia 
may be squeezed between the alternative of dropping behind in 
the H-bomb effort, or sharply curtailing her stockpiling of ordinary 
atom bombs.” 

This is the essence of what he says as perhaps the leading lay 
authority on atomic weapons and the hydrogen bomb. Mr. Lau- 
rence, of course, is the science reporter 4 The New York Times 
and has a reputation par excellence, having twice been a Pulitzer 
Prize winner. He was the only newspaperman on hand when the 
A-bomb was being developed at Los Alamos, and he saw it blos- 
som into the new deadly’ type of chrysanthemum over Japan. 

Once we are able to master the secret of the H-bomb and get 
it into production, here is what it would mean in military potency, 
as outlined by Mr. Laurence: If it can be built, and our scientists 
are confident that it can, it could blast to death everything in an 
area of 300 square miles, burning everything in an area of 1,200 
square miles. Rigged with a cobalt casing, the author estimates 
that 400 of the bombs would be sufficient to destroy all life on the 
earth by radioactive poisoning. A few of them, he says, would 
suffice to kill off the United States or Russia. 

The bombs would also eliminate the necessity of strategic 
bombing of cities and industrial production centers as it is now 
done under the modern concept of war, it is claimed. That would 
be because a whole army could be eliminated with a few of the 
weapons, making it unimportant whether sources of supply were 
continued behind the front lines. 

It is estimated that one of the hydrogen bombs would have 
been enough to wipe out the entire German force in the Battle 
of the Bulge, and that if Hitler had owned one he could have 
destroyed our whole invasion army that was laid down in France 
in the last war.

Horror Tere is plenty of horror packed in the 200 pages of 

the terrifying Laurence book, but looking ahead in the 
not too distant future there is some consolation in the thought 
that superior American industrial initiative and resources will 
enable us to outdo the Russians in the race to develop the weapon. 
This is the major conclusion of the author. It overshadows all else 
in significance. 

For when that time comes we will be the masters of the situa- 
tion. We will be able to dictate to the totalitarian aggressor dic- 
tators of the Communist world that peace is our aim and the thing 
we demand.

That 
is the brighter side of the terrifying picture presented by the

It is not often that I find myself thumping the tub for a motion picture, but 
I wish to urge all who love the woods and the wild things which dwell therein 
to see a little 32-minute technicolor epic called Beaver Valley when it starts at 


the Rialto Theater next Sunday. 
what it is and don’t particularly care. 


There’s a feature picture, too, but I don’t know 
Beaver Valley is worth the full price of 


admission. It is one fn a series of true-life adventures filmed in color by Walt 


Disney. 


It is not a cartoon, but a true film, an& there is not a human being in it, nor any sound 


made by a human except the voice of the narrator, describing with wit, humor, pathos and drama 
the life of the animals, large and small, that live in the lonely valley around the pond made by the 


beaver dam. Actually, the film is made in two 
States, Montana and Minnesota, but- you don’t 
notice the transition. 

There's no story to it. It is merely a record, 
filmed by long-range camera—and how they got 
close enough even for a telescope lens to watch 
the little critters going about the business of 
living and loving and working and playing with- 
out disturbing them, I don’t know. But they did. 

The film starts by showing an earnest and 
industrious old gentleman beaver, a character 
built about as broad as he is long, assiduously 
chopping down trees and building his dam. 


It shows his old lady and a couple of his 
young helping him, and then it shows the 
youngster, as a two-year-old, setting out 
upon his own to find a stream he can dam 

up and some birches he can stack away in 
his lodge, and a lady he can wed and raise 
some younguns with. 


And the film almost shows this, too, but the 
Camera moves away at a crucial moment. But 
enough goes on to convey that in the Spring the 
tender passion beats in the bosom of the beaver 
just the same as it does in the breast of the 
high school halfback. | 

Around the beaver lodge, ashore ard in the 
water and on the land live a fascinating series 
of characters. There is a:coyote, who is the vil- 
lain of the piece, who is always snooping about 
trying to find somebody! to eat, and you can 
see the vast annovance on the face of the beaver 
when he has to knock off work and hide while 
the coyote is around. 

There is an ow! with-great yellow unblinking 
eyes and a pair of hawks who perform the amaz- 
ing feat of passing a captured mouse from one 
to the other high in the air. There is a heron 
that suddenly freezes at the sight of the coyote 
and blends so perfectly into the background of 
bare sticks that you can hardly tell he is there. 
He just disappears before your eyes. 

There are humorous shots galore. A squirrel, 


for instance, discovers the coyote approaching 
and sets up an alarm that warns the whole for- 
est, and there is a fascinating shot of a raccoon 
catching a crawfish. There also is a wonderful 
of the crawfish himself, working like a 
miniature bulldozer to clean out the entrance to 
his tiny burrow in a mud bank. 

One of the funniest scenes is a mother mer- 
ganser, or something, teaching a flotilla of young 
how to make a quick take off from the water, the 
little fellows looking like a fleet of tiny motor 
boats as they kick up a tremendous wake. There 
is an old lady moose who browses on lily roots 
with her head underwater for what seems to be 
an interminable time, and a family of otters, a 
bunch of jerks, who annoy the poor old beaver

snow scene of the otters sliding down a snow- 
bank, happy as kids. 


It’s hard to pick out the most memorable 
shots, but two stick in the memory. One 
was the great rush of the homing salmon 
upstream to their spawning grounds, with a 
mammoth black bear sitting in the riffles of 
the rapids, snatching -one up now and then, 
taking a bite out of him and letting him go. 
But the most delightful perhaps of them all 
was the symphony of the night—the voices 
of the crickets and the frogs. 


Against a background of entrancing music 
you see the cricket singing the high, thin melody, 
while a series of frogs of assorted sizes come in 
on the baritone and the bass, their eyes popping, 
their throats swelling out to monstrous ‘size. 

I am sorry to go overboard about this pic- 
ture, but as an old antimovie man of long stand- 
ing, I do feel that Disney has done a wonder- 
ful job.

When the sun began to vanish 
behind the shadow, the gulls came in from the 
sea, chickens went to roost and the people’s 
voices dropped so that, with sheepish grins, we 
realized that we had been put in awe. We were 
scared. 


If John L. Lewis should call out the miners 
this time, with war come to our cities as it has 
come to Korea and as we took it to Germany 
in 1944 and °45, would the Government and the 
people be as submissive as they were during 
World War II? Would we suffer the criminal 
racketeers of the teamsters’ union—and they 
were in the most literal sense men with crimi- 
nal records of arrest and conviction—to extort 
tribute on shipments of food and military mate- 
rial at the gateways to the stricken city of New 
York? 


Would we put up with all the arrogance 
and impudence, the graft and impositions 
that we submitted to at the hands of a few 
thousand ruthless men in World War II? 


The kernel of unionism during that war was 
the surrender of all our citizens to the despotism 
of the bosses of the AFL and the CIO. The boss 
goons had promised not to permit any strikes, 
but the strikes ran to 5,000 a year and, more 
important from the position of human rights and 
morals, the Roosevelt administration arbitrarily 
‘enforced a pelicy of driving millions into unions 
without the slightest pretense that these citizens 
should have any rights within those unions.

WASHINGTON—If expert opinion and the rude logic of history mean anything at all, the last 
slender chance to negotiate a peaceful settlement with the Soviet Union is now, at this very instant, 


rapidly: slipping away. 


Or perhaps it would be more accurate to say that the last chance is being 


lost to arrange a truce, which might later, by our own severe efforts, be transformed into a peace. 


The reasoning behind this opinion, which is 
widely held by,men well qualified to judge, is 
simple enough. The all-out Chinese offensive 
has already been launched in Korea. By all the 
signs, a Chinese onslaught against Indochina will 
occur in the near future. And when Indochina 
has been added to Korea, the Kremlin will be 
too deeply committed to its world program of 
aggression to consider turning back. 


This is true, in turn, because of the prac- 
tical problems involved in reaching some 
sort of settlement; or rather truce, with the 
Kremlin. Once the alternatives are exam- 
ined, they go down one by one, like the “nine 
blue bottles hanging on the wall.” 


Possibility number one is the fundamental 
settlement, giving real peace to the world, such 
as was outlined by Dean G. Acheson as late as 
last Spring. A fundamental settlement would in- 
volve honorable Soviet collaboration in the 
United Nations, an honest agreement on atomic 
energy, an end of Soviet imperialism in Europe 
and Asia, and a consequent Soviet retreat from 
positions already occupied, particularly in East- 
ern Europe. Anyone who still hopes for a set- 
tlement of this sort must be ready for the asylum. 


Possibility number two is what may be called 
the contrived settlement, such as some respon- 
sible men now advocate, especially in France. 
This would involve, in one version, the neu- 
tralization of Germany and Japan, in order to 
produce a new world balance of power. But it 
is admitted that the mere evacuation of Ger- 
many and Japan will not produce a changed 
world ‘power balance, unless the Germans and 
Japanese are then permitted to rearm. And it 
. is surely very odd to suppose that the masters 


> 


of the Kremlin will allow the rearmament of all 
of Germany, for example, when the rearmament 
of Western Germany alone is plaintively de- 
scr..ed as an invitation to war. 


Possibility number three is still. the official 
aim of American policy, the settlement based 
on “‘the creation of conditions of strength in the 
free world.” But this “creation of conditions of 
strength,” which means carrying out the full 
Atlantic Pact program, will require a minimum 
of two years. Meanwhile, the American policy- 
makers have now brought down the officially 
estimated moment of greatest danger, when the 
Kremlin’s aggression in Europe will begin, to 
1950-51. If thjs date is correct—and there i 
every evidence that it is—the strength to deter 


‘aggression cannot be built up before the aggres- 


sion occurs. 


Finally, possibility number four is to secure 
a sort of truce that would gain time for the 
Western Allies to complete their rearmament. 
But, if a truce is wanted, now is the moment to 
seek it. For, in order to be dependable at all, 
any truce would have to include a sort of roll- 
back—in other words, a reasonable arrange- 
ment in Korea, perhaps on the lines proposed 
by the United Nations Truce Commission, plus a 
guarantee that Indochina. and other threatened 
areas would be left alone. 


Without a roll-back of this kind to give it 
reality, the language of any truce agreement be- 
tween the Kremlin and the West would be per- 
fectly meaningless. “Indeed, its real meaning 
would be that the next Kremlin ” aggression 
would occur shortly. For it would be a truce 
sought in extreme weakness. It would be based 
on humble acceptance of two enormous defeats,

Who Wants the Scuttling? 


In The Jackson Progress-Argus 


The General Assembly is meeting in Atlanta for one of its most 
important sessions of the past few years. It promises to be a session 
in which some liberties will be taken with the taxpayer’s pocket- 
books, but it also offers an opportunity for the state to make great 
strides in the fields of education, transportation, and public welfare. 


Schools, roads and better 
health and welfare programs for 
the state are the paramount is- 
sues that confront the As- 
sembly; those, plus the best 
method of financing these and 
other expanded state services. 

There seems little doubt but 
that funds will be made avail- 
able to implement the Minimum 
Foundation Program of Edu- 
cation. Whether sufficient funds 
will be available to finance the 
program in its entirety or not 
can best be determined by those 
members of the Appropriation 
committee whose duty it is to 
juggle the figures submitted by 
the department heads and fit 
the entire budget into the limits 
of the anticipated revenue. 

The Highway Department is 
making a determined bid to 
have all revenue derived from 
the state gasoline tax, sale of 
auto tags, licenses, etc., allocated 
to the department for the con- 
struction of roads and bridges 
and the maintenance of same. 


IT SEEMS LOGICAL that 
state monies derived .from the 
use of highways should be spent 
on highways. 


And yet, there has been no 
evidence to date that the pres- 
ent highway board is willing 
to abide by the letter or in- 
tent of the Gholston Highway 
plan, a plan that would re- 
move the paving of state 
highways from the domina- 
tion of politicians and place 
the construction of addition- 
al highways on a statistical 
basis, with every county in 
the state getting its rightful 
share, regardless of its po- 
litical inclinations, 


Every legislator will prob- 
ably favor additional funds be- 
ing provided the Highway De- 
partment for the construction 
of new highways, But whether 
these legislators will favor this 
money being spent in the same 
haphazard, useless, wasteful, 
politically minded manner in 
which much of it. has been 
squandered in the past, is an- 
other matter. 

Under the Gholston plan, the 
ugly spectacle of prostrating 
oneself before the' governor and 
highway officials in Atlanta and 
begging for a small piece of pav- 
ing would be finished. 

Butts County is entitled to 
paving just as "much as any 
other county in the state. And 
yet we have not got our share, 
Why not? Because most of the 
paving, particularly during 
election years and the year im- 


mediately preceding an election, 


goes to the four and six-unit 
vote counties. The two-unit 
counties, where the balance of 
power usually rests, are neg- 
lected. 

We never liked to beg for 
that which is rightfully ours 
anyway. Under the Gholston 
plan the Barnesville road would 
be paved, the Covington road 
completed, the important post 
and bus route roads paved on a 
time schedule that would en- 
able each interested party to 
know exactly when their road 
would be paved. And it would 
be paved, regardless. of who 
was governor or who was high- 
way director, or who was coun- 
ty commissioner, or who was 
representative. 


THIS MARVELOUS PLAN, 
which would divorce highway 


' 


construction from state politics, 
is now the law of this state, be- 
ing passed in February of 1950. 
Already, a survey should have 
been made and the first roads 
in each county selected for pav- 
ing. 


According to the plan's au- 
thor, Senator Knox Gholston, 
the law has not been followed 
and there already is evidence 
that the plan will be scuttled 
by the Legislature if possible. 


It will be interesting to see 
who will do the scuttling. Re- 
member, the Gholston plan 
helps first those counties which 
do not have one-sixth of their 
total road mileage paved. 


There are 115 other counties 
in this group. Most of them are 
two-unit vote counties. The 
present administration was put 
into office by the. votes of the 
two-unit counties. Would it 
dare turn its back on those con- 
stituents who were most respon- 
sible for its being placed in its 
present position of power?

Frozen Lobster Tails 
Kasy-to-Cook Delicacy 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD 
_ Continually recurring questions from readers concern lobster 
tails, the difference between them, the various uses of each, and 
the cookery, particularly of the tails, which are easier to come by 


and less expensive than lobsters. 


The lobster tail probably 
comes from South Africa, off 
the Cape of Good Hope. His 
cousin, the true lobster, is an 
Atlantic coast shellfish. He has 
large claws which his relative 
does not, being a large crayfish 
rather than a lobster. The lob- 
ster tail is solid meat and easier 
1o get at than lobster meat. But 
it is less finely textured and 
possibly less flavorsome than 
true lobster. 

The lobster tail, a delicacy, is 
expensive. But there’s little 
waste. The favored method of 
preparation is broiling, often 
after a preliminary “boiling” 
(simmering). But you can cook 
the tails and use the meat for 
salads, cocktails, newburgs, 
thermidors, and other lobster 
treats. 

Cooking is simple. The only 
thing to remember is not to 
overdo it. Overcooking produces 
stringy, tough lobster tail meat, 
a minor disaster in the kitchen. 

Rock lobster tails vary in size 
from % pound to more than a 
pound. Buy one apiece, small if 
the appetites aren’t heavy or 
the pocketbook is thin. A half- 
pound tail makes a generous 
‘serving. The huge tails can be 
split to serve two. : 

If lobster tails are’ frozen, 
either pre-cook them or allow 
them to thaw before broiling, 


HOW TO BOIL LOBSTER 
TAILS 


Put the. tails, frozen or 
thawed, into a large kettle of 
boiling salted water, cover, and 
let come to simmering. Simmer 
a minute an ounce, plus “one for 
the pot”—that is, simmer a four 
ounce tail for 5 minutes. If it 
was frozen when you put,it in 
the kettle, add 2 minutes,.mak- 
ing it 7 minutes of cooking time. 
Drain. 

If you want to remove the 
lobster tail meat all in one piece, 
take your kitchen scissors in 
hand and cut lengthwise thru 
the center of the underpart, ta- 
sert fingers at open end, under 
meat, and pull out the meat. 


HOW TO BROIL LOBSTER 
TAILS 


Thaw them first, or pre-cook 
frozen one for 5 minutes in 
salted water. Using scissors, cut 
away membrane on bottom of 
tail, exposing flesh. Or if you 
prefer (I do), simply split the 
shells down the back with the 


a 
scissors, and open them out. 

If you cut away the mem- 
brane, grasp tail in both hands 
and bend backward toward shell 
side to crack and prevent curl- 
ing. Broil shell side up, 5 inches 
from heat, for 5 minutes, turn 
flesh side up, spread with but- 
ter and broil 6 minutes or 
longer, depending upon size. 
Large tails may take 9 minutes 
on the flesh side. Sprinkle with 
paprika and serve with lots of 
melted butter and wedges of 
lemon. 

The whole: cooked tail may be 
diced or cut up coarsely to be 
served as an appetizer, like 
boiled shrimps. The meat tastes 
wonderful with any of the 
sauces used for the smaller 
shellfish. Chunks of cooked lob- 
ster tail may be speared on 
toothpicks and served on the 
hors d’oeuvres tray. = )

Restrictions Unlikely, 
Says Noted Designer 


By MAYNITA GERRY 
NEW YORK, N. Y., Jan. 8—If war comes, can clothing restric- 


tions be far behind? 


This was the question uppermost in the minds of the Fashion 
Press as it gathered here for the sixteenth semi-annual fashion 
showings sponsored by the New York Dress Institute. 


It was answered by Herbert 
Sondheim, whose collection of 
Spring designs took top billing 
on the agenda this year. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Sondheim, 
“far behind. We in the cloth- 
ing business do not look for re- 
strictions of fabrics per unit, 
such as the controls covered by 
the old L-85 restraining order,’ 
Mr. Sondheim went on to quali- 
fy his statement. 

“What we do anticipate and, 
frankly, look for,” he pointed 
instinct born of 
many years in the dress in- 
dustry, “is a roll back of prices 
as of Dec. 1, 1950, across the 
board.” 

The reasons for this, of course, 
are obvious, and Mr. Sondheim 
enumerated: 

“We are now paying from 50 
to 75 percent more for clothes 
than we were in 1946. On the 
other hand, salaries, while up to 
some extent over the same pe- 
riod, have not increased pro- 
portionately to absorb the ad- 
vanced cost of clothes.” 

Furthermore, Mr. Sondheim 
feels that we are approaching 
the war situation in an entirely 
different frame of mind. This 
mental attitude, which is forti- 
fied with four fulsome years of 
fashion change, will of its nat- 
ural accord, keep scare-buying 
under partial control. A lack of 
money, due to the wide dispar- 
itv in salaries arid clothing costs, 
will further discourage any 
hoarding instincts. 


However, should these fail,

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properly and quickly controlled, 
there is one other factor to be 
considered: Ominous as it 


sounds, the realization that an- 
other war could and very likely 
will be fought here—in Amer- 
ica, should put scare buying in 
its proper, foolhardy place.

The leg gave out in high school again, after Sue had opened 
her own little studio on Virginia Place and gathered together 50 
pupils to teach in her studio playroom at $2 a month, and she had

With national defense as a keynote, President Truman in his 
State of the Union address Monday before the 82nd Congress, gave 
a broad analysis of our national economy which, when sifted and 
individualized, touches every homemaker in the 48 States. 


During a weekend visit here, 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith, 
only woman in the upper 
chamber of Congress, and Re- 
publican from Maine, struck 
at the economic set-up by stat- 
ing that “defense should be 
paid for on a cash basis if 
possible, but certainly on a pay- 
as-fast-as-you-can note.’ 


It has been pointed out that 
as a defense against inflation, 
one of the most important 
things we should do is to stop 
government deficit financing 
which directly increases  in- 
flation and pay our bills in 
cash. 


Everyone should fight infla- 
tion on the home front as un- 
remittingly as we fight com- 
munism in Korea. Two enemies 
of every American today are 
communism and inflation. For 
instance, 10 years ago, $75 was 
paid for a bond which has a 
face value of $100. Today that 
amount of money buys only 
what $63.00 did at the time the 
bond was bought.

Many months will pass before Lockheed Aircraft Cor-. 


poration begins building bombers at Marietta. 


Before the corporation can even 
begin tooling the former B-29 
plant, the Air Materiel Command 
will have to finish what easily 
qualifies as the biggest single 
moving job in the nation’s history. 

Sprawling over the plant’s 70 
acres of floor space are thou- 
sands of the tools which equip- 
ped what President Roosevelt 
used to call “The Arsenal of 
Democracy.” 


It staggers the imagination tq 


peer out over this vast assortment 
of machine tools; it gives you an 
added feeling of security, too. For 
here is quartered a productive 
potential. which it is difficult to 
believe Russia can match. 

Acre after acre of the machin- 
ery used in producing bombers, 
air transports, fighter planes, 
ships, tanks, mortars; machine 
tools used in World War II; huge 
hydraulic presses weighing up to, 
40 tons: drills, lathes, dies, 
punches await their turn for ship- 
ment to a war plant. 

It took more than three years 
to haul these tools from factories 
all over the country, and pickle 
them in a solution which would 
prevent corrosion and deteriora- 
tion. It will take months to clear 
them out so the big factory can 
resume bomber production. 

Just how long, the Air Ma- 
teriel Command won't say. The 
Command has several schedules 
of production. Under one sched- 
ule, the floor probably could be 
cleared in six months; under an 
other it would take a year; under 
another 18 months. 

So far, no specific time sched-| 
ule has been put into operation, 
although equipment is _ being 
moved at a fast pace. Tumpane, 
Inc., is the civilian organization 
assigned the contract of condi- 
tioning the machinery and mov- 
ing it to various war 
Air Force installations. The 
company has doubled its work 
force since the Lockheed negotia- 


tions, but once the Air Force im-| 
plements its rush order, expected | 


momentarily, the pace will bé 
quickened. 

Meanwhile, Lockheed is eager 
to go. The U. S. Air Force people 
feel the corporation may be a bit 
too eager and in Dayton, Ohio,
